Subject:  Location  of  Detective  I.B.  Stephens  at  the  tiae 
of  the  Shooting  of  Oswald 


Sir: 

At  about  11:13  AM  Hoveaber  24,  1963 i Lieutenant  Swain  ordered  ae  to  report 
to  the  baaeaent  of  the  City  Hall  to  aid  ia  the  transfer  of  a prisoner,  Lee 
Harvey  Oswald,  to  the  °ounty  jail.  1 went  to  the  baseaent  and  reaained 

in  the  lobby  in  front  of  the  jail  office  when  the  Hoaocide  aen  brought  the 

prisoner  down  ia  the  inside  jail  elevator,  and  started  out  the  East  jail 
door  that  loads  into  the  parking  area.  I heard  the  shot,  and  heard  seasons 
cry  that  the  prisoner  had  been  shot.  I did  not  see  the  shot  and  was  about 
40  feet  froa  where  the  prisoner  was  shot.  I did  see  the  aen  carry  the 
prisoner  inside  of  the  jail  office  and  also  saw  soae  officers  carry  a aaa 
inside  the  jail  office  that  was  the  one  soaeone  said  that  had  shot  the 
prisoner.  I saw  the  bullet  hole  in  the  left  side  of  the  prisoner  as  he  was 
laying  on  the  floor.  He  appeared  to  be  conscious  at  the  tiae  and  a City 

doctor  was  called  and  was  working  on  hia  when  the  aabulance  aen  caae  for  hia. 

1 returned  to  the  third  floor  for  further  assignaeat  at  that  tiae.
